HI  BETA  KAPPA  is  at  once  the  most  democratic 
and  the  most  aristocratic  of  elective  societies.  Its 
(joors  are  wide  open  to  men  and  women  of  every 
race,  reHgion  and  economic  status;  it  makes  birth  no 
criterion  of  eUgibihty  and  material  inheritance  plays 
no  part.  The  fairest  and  haughtiest  of  New  Eng- 
land's high  society  are  not  more  welcome  than  the  dark  descendant 
of  the  slave.  Thus  Robert  Frost  ranks  no  higher  among  Phi  Beta 
Kappas  than  his  brother  poet,  Countee  Cullen.

The  members  of  the  society  are  bound  by  an  in- 
tellectual sympathy  and  it  is  in  this  that  they  glory  and  revel  and 
rejoice.  Their  ideal  of  promoting  a  high  standard  of  scholarship 
among  undergraduates  in  American  colleges  is  a  high  one,  but  what 
they  have  achieved  is  higher;  they  have  gone  beyond  mere  scholar- 
.ship   and  founded   a   true   fellowship  of  the  intellect.

F  late  years  a  great  deal  of  historical  research  has  been  done  in  the 
field  of  embryonic  Sigma  Zetes,  Phi  Betes  and  other  abnormal  col- 
legiate phenomena.  The  chief  findings  are  strictly  private,  but  by 
special  arrangement  we  have  been  permitted  to  publish  a  few  of  the 
more  spectacular  results,  as  warning  and  advice  to  mothers  of  the 
future.

The  casual  person,  being  told  that  the  stage  setting  was  never  changed,  that  the 
Property  Man  was  on  hand  to  supply  properties  as  they  were  needed,  that  the  seen' 
ery  was  so  simple  that  a  pile  of  tables  and  stools  represented  a  mountain,  might  say, 
"How  easy  a  play  to  produce."  But  as  a  matter  of  fact.  The  Tellow  JacJ^et,  though 
so  apparently  simple  in  certain  externals,  was  one  of  the  most  elaborate  and  certainly 
one  of  the  most  difficult  plays  ever  attempted  by  a  senior  class.  Perhaps  no  one  but 
the  coach  and  the  members  of  the  cast  themselves  can  realize  fully  just  how  great 
the  task  was.  But  the  audience  could  hardly  fail  to  appreciate  the  difficulty  of  bring' 
ing  out  the  humor,  making  the  pathos  convincing,  and  conveying  the  philosophy  that 
underlies  so  much  of  the  dialogue  in  the  face  of  all  the  artificiality  of  setting  and  acting 
and  speech  which  accompanies  the  observance  of  the  conventions  of  the  Chinese  stage. 
Yet  Chee  Moo  moved  her  audience  almost  to  tears, — the  same  audience  that  had 
laughed  when  the  Property  Man  threw  to  her  the  baby  made  of  a  sofa  pillow;  Yin 
Suey  Gong,  in  spite  of  a  removable  hump,  chilled  his  hearers  by  his  malignance;  and 
Wu  Hoo  Git  convinced  us  that  he  was  seeing  actual  visions  of  threat  and  terror  in 
the  stream,  although  he  was  kneeling  on  a  plank  spanning  the  space  between  two 
stools  steadied  by  the  Property  Man  and  his  Assistant.  That  all  these  things  were  so, 
and  that  the  whole  play  moved  so  smoothly  as  to  make  one  spectator  at  least  incred' 
ulous  that  even  professionals  find  it  difficult  to  present,  must  have  made  Dr.  Brinkley 
and  the  Seniors  proud. 

Although  each  member  of  the  cast  deserved  praise  for  the  way  in  which  she 
fitted  her  part  into  the  total  effect,  there  is  not  room  here  to  mention  every  individual. 
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Special  mention  should  be  made  of  Jeannette  Baer,  who  caught  well  the  spirit  of  high- 
hearted youth  in  the  character  of  Wu  Hoo  Git,  of  Marjorie  Weil,  as  Chee  Moo,  who 
scored  a  real  triumph  in  her  death,  of  Clare  Councell,  whose  acting  as  Yin  Suey  Gong 
was  the  most  finished  in  the  play,  and  of  Cressida  Grossman  as  the  Property  Man, 
who  we  are  glad  was  not  literally  intensely  invisible.  These,  the  best  of  the  Brother- 
hood  of  the  Pear  Tree  Garden,  were  ably  supported,  especially  by  Katherine  Matlack; 
as  Wu  Sin  Yin,  Alice  KoUer  as  Tai  Fah  Min,  Charlotte  Schuler  as  Wu  Fah  Din, 
Helen  R.  Jones  as  Chow  Wan,  Mareaner  Simms  as  Su  Noi,  and  Mary  Jane  Crane 
as  the  Widow  Ching. 

The  presentation  of  The  Yellow  Jacket  was  marked  not  only  by  satisfactory 
acting  but  also  by  close  study  and  careful  following  of  the  conventions  of  the  Chinese 
theater.  Much  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  play  was  due  to  the  sumptuous  costumes. 
This  was  no  tarnished  finery  from  a  costumer's,  nor  the  pseudo-gorgeousness  of  sateens 
from  the  department  stores.  Here  were  genuine  Mandarin  coats,  heavily  embroidered, 
brought  from  China  itself.  The  Seniors  were  fortunate  indeed  to  find  friends  who 
could  lend  them  costumes,  hangings,  and  properties  that  gave  not  only  color  but  rich- 
ness to  the  visible  scene. 


We  augu.stly  bump  our  heads  to  the  Class  of  1927. 


Elizabeth  Jiitchie. 
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AO  Benavente  attended  the  Junior  production  of  his  play,  The  Bonds 
of  Interest,  he  would  have  seen  his  own  maxim  proved  true  once  again, 
"The  public  demands  that  serious  things  be  treated  frivolously,  and 
that  nonsense  be  taken  seriously".  For  an  amateur  performance  to 
meet  this  test  is  to  do  well,  and  yet  be  it  said  to  the  credit  of  the 
Junior  cast  that  their  presentation  was  admirably  in  the  spirit  of  this 
maxim,  which  is  the  spirit  of  the  play.  From  beginning  to  end  a  drama  of  double 
ententes,  it  required  to  an  unusual  degree  delicacy  of  touch  and  subtlety  of  handling. 
For  the  characters,  concrete  as  they  may  seem  in  their  roguery,  their  eating  and  drink- 
ing and  love-making,  are  not  flesh  and  blood  creatures  for  long  at  a  time.  Each  is 
the  puppet  of  an  idea,  although  none  the  less  entertaining  for  all  that.  One  may  take 
the  entertainment,  or  the  philosophy,  or  both,  as  he  pleases. 

To  Crispin,  "freeborn  subject  of  the  Kingdom  of  Roguery",  and  holder  of  the 
strings  which  control  all  the  other  puppets,  belong  major  honors.  Truly  "captivating 
in  his  insolence",  as  Columbine  would  say,  he  sustained  his  difficult  role  with  an  ease 
and  apparent  enjoyment  delightful  to  witness.  An  excellent  embodiment  of  his  own 
principle,  "More  knavery  and  less  stupidity",  he  may  perhaps  be  pardoned  for  making 
roguery  so  attractive.  Leander  was  well  equipped  to  play  master  to  such  a  servant. 
Compelled  by  circumstances  to  be  a  man  of  few  words,  and  even  then  discredited  as 
one  who  "has  a  way  of  not  meaning  what  he  says",  his  stage  presence  was  notable. 
In  addition  he  proved  equal  to  the  difficult  moment  of  love-making  in  a  moonlit  garden. 
His  Silvia,  of  whom  the  audience  should  like  to  have  seen  more,  fitted  gracefully  into 
her  conventional  part  of  the  romantic  heroine,  making  the  most  of  the  few  responses 
permitted  her,  and  of  the  epilogue  which  she  spoke  beautifully.  Dona  Sirena,  the 
hostess  of  Act  II,  in  addition  to  lending  her  garden  with  its  inimitable  fireflies,  ren- 
dered her  own  part  with  such  spirit  as  to  make  her  scene  one  of  the  best  in  tha 
play.  Polichinelle,  Pantaloon,  Harlequin  and  Columbine,  changed  as  they  were  from 
the  days  of  the  Commedia  dell'  Arte,  wisely  brought  along  with  them  enough  of  theii* 
traditional  selves  to  make  them  recognizable.  Polichinelle  had  acquired  modern  anxi- 
eties, but  he  attacked  them  with  his  old  vehemence,  and  Harlequin,  under  doctor's 
orders  not  to  dance,  was  Harlequin  still.  Puppets  all — weaving  a  fabric  of  beauty, 
profundity  and  nonsense,  its  meaning  not  too  apparent,  its  subtleties  not  too  deep  for 
general  favor.  In  short,  a  worthy  chapter  in  the  Junior  tradition.  Benavente  is  new 
to  our  boards,  but  if  the  audience  be  judge,  ho  has  stored  up  a  future  welcome.

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NCE  again  the  "Stony  Creek"  docked  at  Altona  Beach  and  a  jovial 
throng  of  pleasure- seekers  disembarked  and  hurried  up  the  slope  to 
the  amphi'theater,  if,  by  any  stretch  of  the  imagination  the  abandoned 
baseball  diamond  and  corner  of  the  wood  where  the  performance  is 
given,  may  be  dignified  by  such  phraseology. 

The  Sophomores  were  ready  with  their  play,  a  familiar  one  from 
the  pen  of  the  "now-silent  William."  But  we  venture  to  say  "Midsummer  Night's 
Dream"  was  never  presented  in  such  merry  fashion  before.  Act  I,  Scene  II,  and 
Act  V  were  the  portions  used.  The  winsome  and  appealing  Thisbe,  the  courageous 
Pyhamus,  the  romantic  moon,  the  fierce  lion  and  the  wall  with  its  peculiar,  moving 
aperture  brought  forth  gales  of  laughter  from  the  appreciative  and  friendly  audience. 
The  wedding  group,  Theseus,  his  bride  Hypolyte,  the  lovers  and  the  half-dozen 
attendants  formed  a  picturesque  backgroiind  for  the  travesty  of  the  Athenian  artisans. 
The  scenes  chosen  were  well-adapted  for  the  simple  rustic  settings.  The  youthful 
actresses  proved  themselves  skilful,  clever,  and  resourceful. 

After  the  play,  came  the  usual  rush  for  food.  Then  supper  in  the  woods  or 
along  the  bank,  a  last  row  or  swing,  and  the  boat  was  filled  again  with  weary  pas- 
sengers, eager  for  an  extra  hour's  ride  down  the  bay  toward  Sparrows  Point,  before 
the  return  trip  of  the  1926  Senior- Sophomore  boat-ride. 
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jH£  Class  of  1.929  was  on  its  very  best  behavior  and  met  the  occasion 
nicely  when  it  entertained  the  Class  of  1927  on  the  particularly  joy- 
ous boatride  of  May  fifteenth. 

In  a  lovely  natural  theater  at  the  base  of  an  ivy-covered  hill,  the 
Freshmen  presented  well-chosen  excerpts  from  Alfred  Noyes's  Sher' 
wood,  so  very  well-suited  for  the  time,  the  place,  and  the  occasion. 
The  actresses  interpreted  the  beautiful  lines  with  real  appreciation,  and  succeeded 
in  making  the  audience  feel  the  spirit  of  the  play  more  than  is  usually  true  in  the 
case  of  boatride  productions.  The  presentation  as  a  whole  was  notably  smooth  and 
devoid  of  unpremeditated  humor.  In  fact,  the  perfection  of  the  setting  and  the  lack  of 
elaborate  staging  m.ade  the  audience  feel  not  so  much  an  audince  as  members  of  Robin 
Hood's  own  merry  band,  ready  to  jump  from  behind  a  tree  or  burst  into  hearty  song 
on  the  slightest  provocation.  The  performance  was  characterized  by  a  lack  of  re- . 
straint  and  by  a  general  "Ho!  Ho!  The  merry  days!"  attitude,  which  made  it  most 
pleasing;  but  it  was  not  without  more  charming  scenes,  for  who  could  resist  a  lapse 
into  sentiment  in  the  presence  of  the  lovely  Maid  Marian? 

June  Thomas  as  Friar  Tuck,  and  Grace  Martin  as  Little  John,  were  particularly 
convincing.  Elizabeth  Cunningham  as  Robin,  and  Hope  Skillman  as  Maid  Marian, 
played  opposite  each  other  most  satisfactorily.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  finesse 
and  the  lasting  impression  of  the  play  was  due,  however,  to  the  intelligent  acting  of 
ihe  minor  characters  of  the  very  large  cast. 

The  initial  dramatic  production  of  1929  may  be  taken  as  an  auspicious  omen. 
Although  future  efforts  may  be  more  elaborate,  they  cannot  be  more  enjoyably  suc- 
cessful. 
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GORA'S  workshop  organization,  which  was  inaugurated  last  year,  has 
grown  in  strength  and  experience,  and  has  accomplished  splendid  re- 
suits  during  1926'27.  The  groups  studying  lighting,  scenery,  costumes, 
make-up  and  coaching,  under  their  leaders,  have  worked  with  a  fine 
spirit  of  cooperation  in  the  production  of  plays,  and  are  to  be  highly 
commended  for  making  such  productions  possible.  However,  those 
who  have  given  most  generously  of  their  time  and  labor,  feel  that  they  have  obtained 
something  of  intrinsic  value  which  nothing  can  take  from  them,  in  the  experiences 
which  they  have  had,  their  association  with  co-workers,  and  the  satisfaction  which 
comes  from  pleasing  the  college  audiences.  It  has  been  worthwhile  work  and  play, 
which  only  those  who  have  had  a  part  in  it  can  appreciate. 

The  scheme  of  plays  for  the  year  has  been  the  production  of  representative  one- 
act  plays  of  different  nationalities.  On  the  night  of  Freshman  registration  Agora 
presented  its  first  play  as  a  welcome  to  the  class  of  1930.  The  play,  "Suppressed 
Desires,"  is  a  sparkling  bit  of  satire  on  the  psychoanalytical  tendency  of  the  day.  In 
November  we  attempted  something  a  little  more  difficult,  this  time  a  seventeenth 
century  French  comedy,  Moliere's  "The  Affected  Young  Ladies."  Just  before  Christ- 
mas we  presented  a  series  of  Christmas  tableaux  in  the  form  of  original  adaptations 
from  poems  by  James  Russell  Lowell  and  others.  For  February  we  are  planning  a 
unique  event  in  the  way  of  a  Valentine  Tea  for  Agora  members  and  the  Faculty. 
On  March  12th  we  expect  to  give  an  Irish  play.  In  April,  our  Haverford  friends 
of  the  Cap  and  Bells  Club  are  coming  to  favor  us  with  their  annual  play.  There 
will  be  a  tea-dance  and  dinner  for  them  as  usual,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  it 
with  much  pleasure. 

Plans  which  are  being  made  for  the  annual  May  Day  festivities  include  the  pro- 
duction of  a  pageant  under  the  direction  of  Agora.  This  will  be  a  new  experience 
for  the  club,  and  will  entail  great  responsibilities  and  hard  work.  Our  spirits  are  high, 
however,  and  we  are  ready  to  undertake  this  new  task  with  our  best  energies,  hoping 
that  we  may  be  successful  in  establishing  another  tradition  in  dramatic  work  at 
Goucher.
